D uring the spring you will see its 
large plume of w hite flowers dotting 
the slopes. 
Some of the plumes arc 
four or five feet long, surm ounting 
a flower stock as high as eight or ten 
feet. 
If you examine the leaves you 
will find they are basal, that is they

grow in a circular 
group 
at 
the 
ground 
line. 
T h e leaf is long, 
slender, pointed and quite 
strong, 
giving rise to the nam e of Spanish 
Bayonet. It is also called O u r Lord’s 
Candle, a more appropriate name in 
spirit and fact. 
In San Gorgonio Pass the second 
yucca is encountered. 
V ou will no­ 
tice a small tree-like plant with a 
dense 
cluster of 
heavy 
greenish 
leaves at the top of a trunk from 
I several feet to six or more feet tall. 
In the late spring it will be surm ount­ 
ed by a dense plum e of white flow­ 
ers a foot or more long and m ounted 
on a short stem. 
T he leaves are 
long, heavy and solidly built and re­ 
semble the old Spanish dagger, hence 
giving rise to the common name of 
Spanish Dagger. 
Com paring the Spanish 
Bayonet 
and the Spanish D agger we 
find 
there is a difference in 'h e leaf, po­ 
sition of the leaf, the length of the 
(lower stock and th at the Spanish 
Bayonet is without a trunk w hile the 
Spanish Dagger has a distinct trunk. 
O u r third yucca is the well known 
Joshua tree but I find while m any 
people talk of know ing the Joshua 
tree they sometimes confuse it with 
the Spanish Dagger in San G orgonio 
Pass, calling the latter 
a 
stunted 
Joshua tree. 
Even a glance at the 
leaves will reveal the difference. T he 
leaf of the Joshua tree is com para­ 
tively short and slender. 
I he plant 
itself is tree-like and in the more m a­ 
ture trees puts out the distinctive 
contorted branches. 
So if you make 
the mistake of calling a Spanish D ag­ 
ger a stunted Joshua tree it merely 
reveals the fact th at you have not 
even made a casual inspection of the 
plants. 
T h e yuccas are mem bers of 
the 
Lily family. 
W hile hardly sugges­ 
tive of a lily they do, however, pos­ 
sess certain fundam ental characteris­ 
tics w hich place them in the lily fam ­ 
ily along with the plants we gen­ 
erally think of in connection with 
the nam e of lily. 
O n the m ountain slopes back of 
Palm Springs are slabs of rock beau­ 
tifully colored by desert varnish. 
Fireplaces made of this rock are not 
only attractive but are of the desert. 
W ith this thought in mind I started 
to build a fireplace. N ow, it is said 
that fireplaces w hich draw properly 
are few and far betw een but that did 
not discourage me.

Travel over Ihe Blythe highway 
is very satisfactory as to volume.

S. Highway 60 at Blythe now 
amounts to 765 vehicles per day, ac­ 
cording to figures just released by 
both Arizona and California quar­ 
antine officials.

C alifornia journalism has suffered a distinct loss by the death of 
John E. King, editor and publisher of the H em et News. 
He was a 
pioneer editor of Riverside county, and his new spaper was known 
throughout the nation as the forem ost w eekly new spaper of C alifor­ 
nia. In fact, it officially received such recognition at one time. 


N ew spaperm en loved John King. 
He w as feted by Southern 
C alifornia nublishers at th e D esert Inn about six years ago. at which 
tim e Mrs. Nellie Coffman Dresented him w ith a huge cake and a 
scroll aw arding him the "H em et postm astership." Present at that gath­ 
ering w ere G overnor Richardson. L ieutenant G overnor Frank Mer- 
riam , and famous men from various parts of the nation. 


John King was a Jeffersonian Democrat, but that m ade no differ­ 
ence to his Reoublican new spaper friends. 
The 
only 
Democratic 
candidate The Desert Sun has ever vigorously supported was John 
Kinq. w hen the editor served on Mr. King's cam paign com m ittee in 
his cam paign fcr Congress. 


The following tribute from th e pen of John Steven M cGroarty, 
fittingly expresses the sentim ents of those who knew the departed 
journalist: 


W hen a man whom w e have long know n and adm ired is taken 
by death, it is difficult to adjust ourselves to the fact. 
We seem 
unai le to realize that we shall never behold him again in this world. 
And especially is this so if he who has departed was a good and true 
friend whose unflagging friendship had been a support to us upon 
which w e constantly relied. 


It m ay well be that this failure on our p art to realize death is 
w iihin th e compass of D ivine M ercy which enables us to bear the 
blow, and, w ith the passage of lim e, to in a m easure, recover from it. 


H ow ever all this m ay be, I still cannot realize that John King 
is dead and th at I shall never see him again on this earth. And now 
that it is all too true, I know, perhaps fully for th e first tim e, his tire­ 
less kindness to m e and to so m any others who trudged the highw ays 
and byw ays of life with his helping arm throw n about us. 
This is 
but one of the m any things that only death can teach us—a lesson 
that we learn tco late. The years rob us as they pass. And som e­ 
tim e a m an will live too long and find him self alone in a lonely world. 


It w as not the fate of John K ing to live too long. The call came 
to him in the fullness of life w hen he was at his best. 
It is a good 
tim e and a good way to go. The day's w ork th at it w as his to do 
was done well before the evening shadows fell and he betook his 
couch to lie down with night and sleep. Every task he essayed was 
fulfilled. 
Like a good w orkm an he finished the job he had to do. 
And before he quit, not again to return to his task, he left behind 
him the blue print of the life he lived that those who follow in his 
steps shall not stum ble or blunder. 


No m ere than this can be said of the best m an that ever lived. 
Let it be a privilege of m ine to say it of John King. 
No one knew 
him b etter than I. No one was ever helped m ore by him than I. He 
was kind to everyone, but to none more than to me. I shall miss him 
more th an any words I know can ever express. 


Am ong the countless friends who knew and loved him, there 
may be som e of disbelief in the im m ortality of the soul, but I am not 
among them . 
It is my unshakable belief that this life is but the 
prelude to another: and that, therefore, the day of a m an's death is 
greater than the day of his birth. 
Some other tim e I shall see and 
be w ith John King again, and in th e fields of asphodel beside the still 
w aters w e shall w alk again together.

Having covered the subject of 
“point winning” in my first article, 
I think it would be quite fitting to 
discuss the subject of Aggressive­ 
ness vs. Steadiness—a topic which 
tennis fans will never cease to dis­ 
cuss pro and con. 
I firmly believe that the m en who 
are the heads of tennis throughout 
the country today, are looking for 
players who have the courage to go 
to the net, the ability to reach this 
dominating position behind deep 
forcing strokes, and the skill to 
win the point by a sharp volley or a 
decisive smash. 
The purely defensive game on the 
other hand which is played on the 
baseline with soft, safe, cautious 
strokes, and long rallies, designed 
merely to keep the ball in play until 
your opponent misses, is a type of 
game which is better tactics for the 
veteran of fifty, than for the young­ 
ster of 17 who is anxious to win his 
or her place for a top ranking. Any 
person who has ambitions to play 
top flight tennis, must have suf­ 
ficient speed and depth of stroke to 
defend the baseline when necessary. 
But he must always have unlim ited 
fighting spirit to take the offensive 
and force the play, and of course 
the proper strokes to launch a suc­ 
cessful net attack. 
A player, however, who chooses 
the steady type of play, does not 
really feel at home in the forecourt, 
because he is inclined to hang back 
and lose priceless opportunities to 
win points. 
Ability to play an aggressive type 
of game, will most certainly bring 
any person who is anxious for a 
high ranking in tennis, a great deal 
more results than a purely defensive 
type of play.

How To Teach 
Children To Swim 


By JOHN W. BEST 
Teacher of Swimming, Colonial 
House 
(Continued I rom Last Week) 
Having covered ail of the neces­ 
sary instructions given in articles 
one and two of this scries and the 
child has become perfectly at home 
in the water, on w ater wings, and 
is thoroughly enjoying his new ex­ 
perience, the teacher should prompt 
him occasionally and observe his 
manner of breathing which should 
be in rhythm with his strokes, inhal­ 
ing through the mouth and exhaling 
through the nose with normal regu­ 
larity. 
Complete relaxation should again 
be emphasized as this is extremely 
important. Tell him to give all of 
his weight io the water and it wili 
carry him. The child must not get 
the idea that his arms and legs are 
keeping him up. 
After sufficient practice and after 
the child has learned to propel him­ 
self through the water smoothly and 
evenly, the air should then be grad­ 
ually squeezed out of the wings, a 
little at a time and without the 
knowledge of the pupil. This pro­ 
cedure may take a few minutes or 
a few lessons, according to the abil­ 
ity and the age of the child. 
My three-year-old 
“champions” 
belonging to well known Southern 
California families, referred to last 
week, who could dive and swim 
well, with very few weeks of tui­ 
tion were: Jack Haley, three-year- 
old son of the famous screen and 
radio comedian; Barbara L. Van 
Dyke, three-year-old daughter

Mr. and Mrs. W. S. Van Dyke II; Ann 
Blank, three-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Margaret R. Bagshaw of Bev­ 
erly Hills, and to mention one or 
two prominent Easterners, Mary 
Studebaker swam a sixty-foot pool 
at two years and eight months. She 
is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Studebaker III of South Bend, Ind. 
Jean Weed, three-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. R. F. W eed of 
Bridgeport, Conn. (Weed Non-Skid 
chain manufacturers) won two silver 
cups at the Belleview-Biltmore, 
Belleair, Florida, in open competi­ 
tions which I organized each year 
for children four years old or under. 
After all, the best “life-guard” for 
your child is confidence and the 
“ability to take care of himself."
